Pennypacker approved the new libel bill 
to day and at the same 'time issued, a 
long statem ent giving reasons for the ac- 
tldn. Tlie bill goes Into effect immediately 
and repeals all la%s inconsistent with the 
new act. 
j . 


The governor ;^ays in his stM em ent that 
the questions rálsed by the bill aré of a 
very grave Importance and affect large 
business interests, freedom .«f'speech and 
press, right of citizen to be informed con­ 
cerning current affairs and conduct of the 
government, as- well as his right to pro- 
te(pt his reputation and* home from in­ 
juries th at rise from carless'iof, negligent 
as well as malicióus false report. 


The governor clalm.s tliere is nothing in 
the term s of the measure which prevents 
any newspaper from m aking such com­ 
ments upon legislative m easures or upon 
the official acts of state, municipal, coun­ 
ty or public officers as are proper infor­ 
mation for the public, or are in line of 
legitimate public discussion. 


The governor cites many instance jus­ 
tifying the enactm ent of such laws as the 
one he lias just signed. Among these, he 
says, “a senator of the nited States has 
been denounced as a ‘yokel’ with a sod­ 
den brain, and within the last quarter of 
a century two presidents of the United 
States have been murdered and in each 
instance the cause was easily traceable 
tb inflammatory and careless newspaper 
utterances.” 


After recounting these and other in­ 
stances the governor says: "If such abuse 
of privileges allowed to the press Is to go 
unpunished; if such tales are permitted to 
be poured into the ears of men and to be 
profitable, it is Idle to contend that reputa­ 
ble newspapers can maintain their pur­ 
ity.” 


Concluding the governor says: 
“Since 
the laws of God and nature are im m uta­ 
ble and inexorable, unless means are 
found to uproot some of the tendencies of 
modern journalism the influence of the 
press, which has been so potent an agent 
in the development of civilization and se­ 
curing of civil liberty, will be gone for­ 
ever.” 


The governor says; "The bill In its ap­ 
plication Is not confined to officials, but 
affects as well the citizen or business man 
whose conduct constitutes no jMirt of the 
right of the public to information. A cor­ 
poration officer who has been falsely 
charged with crimes, a m anufacturer who 
has been falsely accused of being a drunk­ 
en brawler, a woman whose domestic 
griefs have been unfeelingly paraded, or 
whose chastity is improperly suspected, a 
student who has been falsely accused of 
murder, a clergyman who has l)een cruel 
ly maligned, a quiet citizen whose peace 
of mind has been destroyed by publica­ 
tion- ofevll gossip, a m erchant whose 
credit has been affected by groimdless 
rumors, sufferers from reckless but not 
neces^rily 
malicious 
publications, 
are 
given the right, not to proliiblt publica­ 
tion, but to recover damages which they 
have sustained, provided they prove neg­ 
ligence or lack of care on the part of the 
publishing newspapers. 


“This bill may not be the best possible 
legislation, but the purpose is commend­ 
able, and should experience show it to be 
defective something better may be de- 
ised. It ought to be cordially and cheer­ 
fully accepted by the reputable press, for 
they have a special Interest in Its becom­ 
ing a law. 
It threatens them with no 
danger. 
Seking to utter the truth and 
not falsehood, what have they to fear?” 


He al.so says that many years experi­ 
ence on the bench has led him to the con 
luslon that crimes are widely propogated 
not by malice, but by recklessne.ss of the 
press, and tliat in certain classes of cases, 
among them murder, the accused w’ere at 
tim es convicted or acquitted before they 
reached the court room. He claims dam 
ages provided for by the bill fololws the 
ordinary rule of damages for want of 
■ reasonable care and that no harm can 
’ come from the provision in the bill r e , 
quiring that the names of owners, pro­ 
prietor, publi.sher and m anaging editor 
should be printed with each Issue of a 
newspaper published in Pennsylvania.

W E A T H E R CROP B in .L E T IN . 


Springiield, M ay 12.—The ,w eekly crop 
bulletin of th e w eather bureau for Illi­ 
nois wa.s issued to da.v. It is not p articu ­ 
larly encouraging and sum m arizes the 
situation as follows: 


"T here w as a gradual Increm ent of 
m ean tem perature during th e week, bu t 
un.seasonabIy cold the first p art, to sum ­ 
m er like conditions the la tte r p art. 
The 
average tem perature for the week w as 
alighlly below norm al. 
L ight to heavy 
frosts occurrpd in the northern portion 
but no serious injury to vegetation or 
fru its ensued. 
E xcept in the southern 
district, 
w here light show ers occurred 
the first p a rt of th e week, there w as an 
alm ost total lack of rainfall. 
The de­ 
ficiency of precipitation 
for tho week 
will average about one inch, and this to ­ 
gether w ith the cool w eather, retarded 
the grow th of vegetation to an aprpeci.a- 
ble degree. 
T he conditions have been 
very favorable for the prosecution of 
fam work. 


“ W heat is show ing fu rth e r deteriora­ 
tion and but few correspondents report 
a prom ising condition. ' R ain is needed 
and w ith unseasonably cool w eather the 
first p art of the week grow th w as seri­ 
ously retarded. 
M any fields are losing 
color and the crop look yellow. 
Some 
localities a re Infested w ith H essian flies 
and chinch bugs. 


"O ats are not in a prom ising condition. 
Sown m ostly under adverse circum stan­ 
ces w ith regard to w^eather and condi­ 
tions of soil, germ ination w as retarded 
or arrested and th e crop in m ost In­ 
stances Is show ing an uneven stand.
